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REMARKS 



A. Restriction Requirement 

In the Office Action the Examiner required restriction of pending claims 10, 12, 13, 
and 44-55 between the following three groups: 

Group I: claims 10, 13, and 44-47, drawn to method of use of the polypeptide 
with SEQ ID NO: 5 to prepare a food stuff or a dough; 

Group II: claims 12, 49, and 55, drawn to a bakery product; and 

Group HI: claims 48 and 50-54, drawn to a dough. 

Applicants elect Group n, Claims 12, 49 and 55, drawn to a bakery product, with 
traverse . Applicants traverse the restriction requirement on the basis that the search and 
examination of the three Groups of claims is not unduly burdensome. 

In particular, the claims are linked by the use of a variant polypeptide with SEQ ID 
NO: 5. For example, claims 10, 13 and 44 relate to the use of a polypeptide comprising SEQ 
ID NO: 5 to prepare a foodstuff or a dough for making same; claim 12 then relates to such 
foodstuff, i.e., a bakery product, or dough comprising the polypeptide comprising SEQ ID 
NO: 5; and claim 48 relates to the dough made in accordance with the method of claim 44. 
Therefore, all of these claims are linked by a single invention concept, i.e., the use of a 
polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO: 5. 

This is further illustrated by the fact that claims 49 and 55 of Group II are dependent 
on claims indicated to be in Group IQ (namely claims 48 and 54 respectively) and claim 48 is 
in turn dependent on claims indicated to be in Group I (namely claim 44). 

Therefore, the restriction requirement should be set aside as the claims relate to a 
single inventive concept i.e., the use of a variant polypeptide having SEQ ID NO: 5 in the 
manufacture of a foodstuff, e.g., a bakery product or dough.
